Seen moved to its new location- and; 
tbe old fixtures installed tor tem- 
porary service while the other neces 
sary changes are being made in tbe 
building. New fixtures are here ready 
for installation as soon as the neces 
sary rearranging has been completed 


The moving ot the fixtures for tern 


porarj use waa accomplished in one 
Bight, last Friday, and but few peo- 
ple were aware that the change was 
to be made 
Nearly every person go 


ing to the poatofflee the following day 
naturallv attempted to enter the old 
location, only to find workmen busi 
ly engaged in cleaning out the vacant 
room 


\ttei getting the room formerly oc 


cupied by the postoffice in shape for 
use the stock and business of f A 
Latham was moved into this room 
Tuesdav and Wednesday and woik 
men at once began preparing the 
Toom vacated bi Mr Latham for the 
use of the postoffice 


In its temporal-} quarters the post 


omte accommodations have been more 
crowded than thej were preuously 
but the patrons of the office hive 
put up with the inconvenience^ good 
naturedly because the\ knew lelief 
would be given m a tew days 


The partition between the store 


formerly occupied by Mi Latham and 
the coinei room now occupied by the 
postoffice is to be torn awav giving 
the 
postoffice 
quarters 
practicallj 


twice the space formerly occupied 
the new flxtuies are to be installed 
at once and the lobby will form a 
hollow square with the mail boxes 
and business departments of the post 
office on three sides the entrance to 
the lobby being through the doors 
formerly opening

and apaitments and the third floor 
will be arranged as the home of the 
masonic lodge 


The building will tost in the neigh 


boi'icofl ot $4r)000 o"e third of this 
amount to be subscribed in nonpar 
.icipatmg preferred stock and the bal 
ance to be rai|ed with bonds 


Some time ago a building commit 


ere composed of H G Putnam G L 
Corner D Douglab D N Disbenrett 
and J \ Moulden was appointed to 
niestigate the feasibility of erecting 
1 building and draft tentative plans 
loi the strut ure 
A comprehensive 


eport has been made by this commit 
tee and the matter has been placed in 
the hands of the following trustees

The matter of building a Masonic 


temple has been snder discussion and 
consideration for some time and a 
definite movement toward this end

unwise to carry the plans further at 
that time 
Since that time the mat 


ter has been at a standstill until now 
and there is every indication that 
the new temple will be erected as 
soon as the definite plans can be per 
fected
